48 . A method for inducing an immune response in a mammal comprising administration of 
the isolated polynucleotide of Claim 28. 

49. A therapeutic composition useful in treating humans with Moraxella caiarrhalis 
comprising at least one antibody directed against the polypeptide of claim 27 and a suitable 
pharmaceutical carrier.
